Section  3 Assignment:  The  Trial 


l. 


Mr.  Dubrofski  is  accused  of  a criminal  offence  and  he's  chosen  to  be  tried  by  judge  and 
jury.  During  the  process  of  selecting  the  jury,  his  lawyer  challenges  several  prospective 
jurors.  Those  challenges  are  explained  below.  In  the  spaces  provided  after  each,  identify 
it  as  a 


• challenge  for  cause 

• peremptory  challenge 

• challenge  of  the  jury  list 

Since  the  offence  with  which  Mr.  Dubrofski  is  charged  was  committed  against 
a young  woman,  his  lawyer  doesn't  want  many  young  women  on  the  jury.  She 
challenges  all  three  women  under  the  age  of  30. 


b.  One  prospective  juror  doesn't  speak  or  understand  English  very  well  and 

Mr.  Dubrofski's  lawyer  is  afraid  he'll  be  unable  to  follow  the  arguments  she  intends 
to  present. 


Mr.  Dubrofski's  lawyer  is  surprised  by  the  number  of  visible  minority  groups 
represented  by  the  prospective  jurors.  Since  the  offence  her  client  is  accused  of  was 
committed  against  a member  of  such  a group,  this  worries  her.  She  believes  she  can 
prove  that  the  sheriff  has  deliberately  selected  a disproportional  number  of 
non-Caucasians  as  prospective  jurors. 
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d.  On  questioning  the  prospective  jurors,  Mr.  Dubrofski's  lawyer  learns  that  one  of 
them  has  been  following  the  case  in  the  media  and  strongly  believes  in  the  guilt  of 
her  client.

2.  Rita  was  arrested  for  a hybrid  crime  for  which  the  Crown  decided  to  proceed  by  way  of 
indictment.  Rita  opted  to  be  tried  by  a judge  and  jury.  Both  the  Crown  and  the  defence 
had  several  witnesses,  and  it  turned  out  that  both  rebuttal  and  surrebuttal  evidence  was 
presented  during  the  trial.  Rita  herself,  however,  never  testified. 

a.  Explain  why  Rita's  lawyer  likely  decided  not  to  have  Rita  take  the  witness  stand. 


b.  The  first  witness  called  by  the  Crown  was  Rita's  husband.  He  didn't  want  to  testify 
against  his  wife,  but  once  under  oath  he  felt  he  had  no  choice.  Rita's  lawyer 
objected.  Would  the  judge  have  upheld  this  objection?  Explain  why  or  why  not. 
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c.  During  his  examination-in-chief  of  the  first  witness  for  the  defence  (Rita's  best 
friend),  her  lawyer  asked,  "Isn't  it  true  that  at  that  time  Ms.  Small  (Rita)  struck  you 
as  relaxed  and  calm  and  not  at  all  like  someone  who  had  just  committed  this  sort 
of  offence?"  The  Crown  counsel  objected.  Would  the  judge  uphold  this  objection? 
Explain  why  or  why  not. 


d.  While  Rita's  best  friend  was  being  cross-examined  by  the  Crown,  it  became  apparent 
to  the  court  from  her  answers  that  she,  too,  had  likely  been  involved  in  the  crime  of 
which  Rita  was  accused.  Should  her  friend  fear  prosecution  based  on  her  testimony? 
Explain  just  what  she  should  and  shouldn't  fear  in  relation  to  what  she  said  in  court. 


e.  During  the  trial,  the  Crown  counsel  introduced  evidence  to  show  that  twice  in 
the  past  Rita  had  committed  similar  offences.  Then  the  Crown  went  on  to  present 
evidence  showing  that  Rita  led  what  many  people  might  consider  an  immoral, 
irresponsible  lifestyle.  Rita's  lawyer  objected  on  both  counts.  What  would  the  judge 
have  likely  decided?  Explain  why. 
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f.  Another  of  Rita's  acquaintances  took  the  stand,  this  one  as  a Crown  witness.  This 
friend  told  the  court  that  she'd  been  told  by  yet  another  friend  that  Rita  had 
confessed  the  crime  to  her.  When  asked  her  opinion  by  the  Crown,  she  testified  that 
she'd  known  Rita  for  many  years  and  was  quite  convinced  that  Rita  was  capable 
of  committing  this  sort  of  crime.  The  defence  objected  to  all  this  testimony.  What 
would  the  judge  probably  decide?  Why? 


g.  The  chief  piece  of  evidence  presented  by  the  Crown  was  a signed  confession  that 
Rita  had  given  the  police  just  hours  after  her  arrest.  It  emerged  during  testimony 
that  Rita  had  been  carefully  informed  of  her  rights  upon  her  arrest,  but  had 
decided  not  to  contact  a lawyer.  She'd  signed  the  confession  after  four  hours  of 
interrogation,  during  which  time  the  police  had  promised  her  they'd  go  easy  on  her 
if  she'd  simply  confess. 

Would  the  judge  likely  allow  this  confession  to  be  entered  as  evidence?  Explain  your 
answer.

1.  Following  are  descriptions  of  three  cases.  For  each  one,  decide  on  the  sentence  you'd 
impose  on  the  offender  if  you  were  the  judge.  Give  explanations  for  your  answers. 

a.  Andy  is  an  18-year-old  high  school  student.  One  afternoon  he  and  some  friends  are 
in  a convenience  store  and  he  takes  a few  magazines  worth  a total  of  $26.95.  He's 
stopped  at  the  door  by  an  alert  cashier;  the  police  are  called  and  charges  are  laid. 
Eventually  Andy  is  found  guilty  in  a court  of  law  for  theft  under  $5000. 

Andy  comes  from  a stable  family.  This  is  his  first  offence.  He's  a good  student  at 
school  and  is  working  hard  to  earn  a scholarship.  Theft  under  $5000  is  a hybrid 
offence;  the  maximum  penalty  is  two  years  imprisonment. 


b.  Clarisse  is  19  years  old  and  has  a long  history  of  run-ins  with  the  law.  Her  criminal 
record  includes  possession  of  a narcotic  (heroin).  For  this  offence  she  received 
six  months'  probation.  Now,  not  quite  a year  later,  she's  been  arrested  for  trafficking 
in  drugs  at  a local  high  school.  She  lives  with  her  father  and  three  brothers;  she's 
dropped  out  of  school  and  hasn't  been  able  to  hold  down  a job.  Reports  indicate 
that  her  relationship  with  her  father  is  abusive.  Trafficking  in  a narcotic  is  an 
indictable  offence  carrying  a maximum  penalty  of  life  imprisonment. 
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c.  Since  finishing  high  school,  Laurent  has  shown  signs  of  suffering  from  depression. 
His  parents  have  sought  treatment  for  him  with  little  success.  Laurent  has 
experimented  with  drugs  and  alcohol,  and  is  now  trafficking  in  narcotics.  Things  at 
home  have  become  understandably  tense,  so  Laurent  has  moved  in  with  a friend, 
Dale,  and  Dale's  brother,  Niall. 

One  morning  Dale  is  awakened  by  his  brother's  screams.  Dale  rushes  into  his  room 
and  finds  that  Nial  has  been  stabbed  repeatedly  with  a pair  of  scissors.  While  in  the 
room  Dale  is  himself  struck  with  a shovel,  receiving  a gash  in  the  head  that  requires 
43  stitches.  Laurent  runs  out  of  the  apartment  with  Mali's  wallet,  which  contains 
$1700. 

Neither  Dale  nor  Niall  die.  Laurent  is  convicted  of  two  counts  of  attempted  murder, 
which  carries  a maximum  penalty  of  life  in  prison.  The  pre-sentence  report  indicates 
that  Laurent  comes  from  a good  family  environment  and  has  had  only  minor 
run-ins  with  the  law  before  this.

Canadian  judges  have  relatively  little  freedom  in  deciding  on  sentences. 

Only  the  victim  of  a crime  can  contribute  to  a victim  impact  statement. 

There  are  no  conditions  attached  to  an  absolute  discharge. 

An  offender  given  a suspended  sentence  still  has  a conviction  record. 

A fine  may  be  substituted  for  a prison  term  if  the  maximum  penalty  for 
the  offence  is  ten  years  of  incarceration. 

Offenders  who  can't  pay  fines  can  work  off  the  money  owed  by  doing 
community-service-type  work. 

If  an  offender  commits  several  crimes  of  the  same  sort  a judge  can  shorten 
the  time  in  prison  by  giving  a consecutive  sentence. 

An  appellate  court  can  reverse  a jury's  decision  to  acquit  a defendant. 

An  appeal  from  a trial  for  a summary  conviction  offence  based  on  the 
claim  that  the  trial  should  have  been  held  in  a different  court  must  be 
heard  in  the  Court  of  Appeal. 

If  the  Crown  wins  a case  but  thinks  the  sentence  handed  out  is  too 
lenient,  it  can  launch  an  appeal  of  the  sentence.

An  offender  sentenced  to  18  months  in  prison  will  normally  serve  this 
time  in  a provincially  operated  prison. 

Penitentiaries  are  run  by  the  Correctional  Service  of  Canada. 

Normally  a prisoner  receives  an  automatic  first  parole  review  after  serving 
two-thirds  of  the  sentence  or  seven  years,  whichever  comes  first. 

The  victim  of  a crime  isn't  allowed  any  say  in  the  decision  of  whether  or 
not  to  grant  the  offender  parole. 

The  parole  term  for  a convicted  murderer  continues  for  life. 

Prisoners  on  day  parole  often  spend  their  nights  in  halfway  houses. 

Offenders  are  eligible  for  temporary  escorted  absences  right  from  the  start 
of  their  prison  terms. 

Prisoners  who  haven't  been  given  parole  are  entitled  to  statutory  release 
after  serving  half  their  sentences.
